disposed on said headband and operatively connected co 
said at least one LSD, and adapted for independent 
re placement in a manner such that l ight out put from said 
at least one LED is maintained dur i no sa i d i ndepe ndent 
replacement of one of said at least two batderies, sa id 
at least two batteries being rhe sole sour ce of 
electrical power to said at least one LED . 



Claim 2 (currently amended) : The headlight as recited in 
claim 1. wherein said at least two forv/ard- facing lamp 

gogition on a front aido of aaid headband are independencly 
pivotally affixed thereto, whereby liohc output from each of 
said at least -t w o LEDo one LED in e ach ot: said lamp housings 
may be converged at a spot a predetermined distance forward 
therefrom.
